1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed in response to applicant's persuasive arguments. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closet prior art of 
record (Bell et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,951,650) does not teach or suggest in detail a 
multiple processor information processing system including a notification means for 
notifying a router of virtual IP address and each processor module and real IP address 
said each processor module as routing information, for each processor module having 
virtual IP address stored in storage means, and also having another notification means 
for notifies each processor module having no corresponding virtual IP address stored in 
said storage means, in combine with all the elements of each independent claim as argue 
by applicant (see page 18, line 6 through page 19, line 5 of Applicant's enabling portion 
of the specification which provides the structure for the "mean Plus function" language 
set forth in the claims in accordance with 35.USC.1 12, sixth paragraph). Bell only 
teaches using virtual Internet Protocol Addressing (VIPA) to enable host computer to 
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route TCP/IP to cross multiple physical link associate with different virtual IP address 
and corresponds with different physical adapter. Furthermore, Applicant's enabling 
portions further stated that, virtual IP address definition means for defining virtual IP 
address on a processor module or plurality of processor modules, and notification means 
for notifying a router of said virtual IP address of each processor module and real IP 
address of . . . So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's argument have 
considered persuasive, in light of the claim limitation as well as the enabling portion of 
the specification 

4. All dependent claims further limit the independent claim. Therefore, they are also 
allowed.
